The  Last  Frontier 


MOUNTAIN  VILLAGE,  Alaska— (Special  To  The  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord}— The  Aleuts  called  it  "ahlasksh.  great  laud,”  disgruntled 
Senators  called  it  "Seward’s  Folly  and  Uncle  Sam’s  Icebox."  Its 
207,000  first  class  Americans  call  it  "America's  Last  Frontier."  It 
is  Alaska,  the  49th  State. 

Thousands  of  Southern  Baptists  in  the  next  few  weeks  will 
be  asking  what  is  Alaska  like.  To  answer  poses  quite  a  problem, 
for  Alaska  Is  so  big,  so  vast,  that  one  section  differs  greatly  from 
another. 

Juneau,  Ketchikan,  Sitka,  and  Haines,  where  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  and  missions  exist,  lie  in  the  Alaskan  Panhandle, 
sometime  ludicrously  called  the  “Banana  Belt" 

Most  of  the  panhandle  has  weather  more  moderate  than  the 
North  Central  states  with  winter  temperatures  rarely  going  be¬ 
low  zero  and  summer  temperatures  rarely  going  above  80.  Fort 
Yukon  lies  just  above  the  Arctic  Circle  On  the  great  Yukon  River, 
yet  there  summer  temperatures  may  reach  100  with  M  not  uncom¬ 
mon  and  winter  temperatures  may  drop  to  80  or  90  below  aero. 
Rev.  O.  W.  Masston,  formerly  pastor  in  Pascagoula,  MUa.,  and  his 
family  are  now  establishing  at  Fort  Yukon  the  only  SBC  work 
among  Alaska’s  15,000  North  American  Indians.  ,, 

Big,  Beautiful,  Booming  . 

But  what  is  Alaska  like?  It  definitely  is  not  a  frozen  waste 
of  iee  and  snow  with  six  months  darkness  and  six  months  light. 
Neither  is  it  a  land  of  predominately  "native"  people.  Only  one 
in  six  is  a  nativd  Eskimo,  Indian  or  Aleut. 

Three  words  describe  Alaska— Big,  Beautiful,  Booming. 
First,  it  is  big — 580,400  square  miles,  2900  miles  from  east  to  west, 
1400  miles  from  north  to  south,  one  fifth  all  the  continental  U.  S. 
The  most  westerly  point  in  the  new  49tb  State  is  as  far  west  as 
New  Zealand. 

Beautiful — No  words  can  describe  Alaska’s  islands,  its  moun¬ 
tains,  glaciers,  rivers,  flowers,  lakes,  or  abundant  wild  life.  The 
eye  must  see  the  acres  of  fire-weed;  the  golden  birch  in  the  fall, 
the  hoary  frost  of  winter,  or  the  new-fallen  snow  on  a  moon-lit 
night;  Words  paint  such  poor  pictures! 

Statehood  ^ 

Alaska  is  Booming.  June  80, 1908  was  a  great  day  fqr  Alask¬ 
ans..  The  U.  S.~  Senate  passed  84  to  M  a  bill  to  admit  Ai»«ka  as 
the  49th  State. 

Wild  celebration  broke  out  spontaneously  across  Alaska.  The 
news  reached  Alaska  early  in  the  afternoon  in  first  for  a  holiday. 
Everything  was  over  except  the  shouting. 

Two  years  earlier  Alaskans  had  written  a  state  constitution 
with  a  Southern  Baptist  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  local  government  In  August  1998  the  statehood  referundum 
passed  8  to  1  and  on  November  29  Alaskans  elected  a  governor, 
two  U.  S.  Senators,  one  U.  S.  Representative  (all  Democrats),  and 
a  state  legislature.  President  Eisenhower  has  Issued  a  proclaim*

Cooperative 
Program  receipts  Increased  glc 
338,007  (999  per  cent);  designa¬ 
tions  were  up  $020,893  (7.23  per 
cent),  and  total  gifts  rose  $1, 
959900  (8.58  per  cent).

NASHVILLE  —  (BP)  —  The 
Southern  Baptlat  Convention 
treasurer  said  here  that  1958 
was  a  record  year  in  gifts  to 
support  the  work  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  and  its  22  agencies.

However,  the  income  was  more 
than  enough  to  meet  the  basic 
allocations  to  agencies  of  $13,- 
035.000. 

Funds  above  $13935,000  were

-  Business  Activity 

Statehood  is  already  bringing  the  biggest  boom  ever  to  Alaska 
Bib  business  is  getting  interested  in  putting  money  into 
Alaska.  Oil  exploration  is  at  a  fever  pitch.  A  new  major  field  was 
discovered  a  year  and  a  half  ago  near  Anchorage,  Alaska's  major 
city.  Pulp  interests  are  moving  into'  the  Alaskan  Panhandle. 

Various  mining  operatioqg  involving  great  possibilities  are 
being  considered.  One  of  the  largest  is  a  Japanese  plan  to  ship 
coal  to  the  Orient. 

The  Atomic  Energy  Commission  is  discussing  plans  to  use 
the  atom  bomb  to  blast  a  harbor  in  Alaska's  arctic.  Airlines  from 
Europe  and  the  Orient  are  using  the  Alaskan  cities  of  Anchorage 
and  Fairbanks  as  stops  on  their  flights  over  the  polar  regions. 
Hundreds  are  coming  to  Alaska  each  year  making  it  percentage¬ 
wise  the  fastest  growing  state  in  the  Union. 

Baptist  Booming 

And  Baptists  are  booming  with  Alaska.  Since  1949  SBC  chur¬ 
ches  have  existed  in  Al«ska.  In  1947  the  Home  Mission  Board  ac¬ 
tively  stepped  into  Alaska.

cent  years  the  balance  of  property  has  shift¬ 
ed  to  the  large  middle  group. 

.  The  swing  in  wealth  has  brought  a  corres¬ 
ponding  swing  in  responsibility  from  the  few 
to  the  many.  Those  to  whom  this  stewardship 
has  been  committed  must  come  quickly  to 
understand  their  opportunity. 

The  .times  are  critical  for  the  diffusion  of 
Christianity.  A  bequest  to  some  object,  pro¬ 
ject,  program,  agency,  institution,  interest  or 
work  in  Baptist  life  can  strengthen  the  hand 
of  all  who  work  for  our  Lord. 

A  Nudge  From  Taxes  J. 

The  federal  government,  recognizing  the 
country’s  shifting  wealth,  has  incorporated 
some  provisions  in  its  tax  structure  to  en¬ 
courage  the  support  of  religioua,  educational 
and  charitable  institutions. 

Bequests  to  religious  causes,  for  instance, 
are  exempt  from  taxation.  In  1954  Congress 
raised  the  20  percent'  deduction  on  taxable 
income  for  charitable  contributions  to  30  per¬ 
cent  (provided  the  pxtra  1(T  percent  consists 
of  contributions  td  a  church  or  association  of 
churches,  a  tax-exempt  educational  institu¬ 
tion,  or  an  exempt  hospital). 

Even  Unclei  Sam  has  given-encouragerhent 
to  tithing  during  one's  lifetime  and  support 
of  religious  work  in  the  estate  that  is  left 
behind. 

Time  T»  Decide 

Occasionally  one  hears  of  eccentrics  who 
leave  valuable  estates  to  cats,  dogs,  or  some 


equally  silly  and  absurd  purpose. 

The  greatest  denial  to  worthy  causes,  how¬ 
ever,  comes  from  the  inattention  and  inaction 
of  church  members. 

One  of  strange,  unaccountable  facts  of  the 
day  is  the  small  percentage  of  Christian  peo¬ 
ple  who  leave  legacies  to  their  churches. 

This  scarcity  holds  true  even  among  sub¬ 
stantial  contributors  and  faithful  supporters 
of  church  and  denominational  work. 

Perhaps  the  emphasis  of  this  Make  Your 
Will  Month  can  serve  as  a  reminder  to  many 
devout  Baptists  to  “think  on  these  things.” 

The  intelligent  citizen  will  hot  waft  to 
make  such  decisions  in  the  final  hours  of  ex¬ 
treme  emergency.  He  will  want  to  draw  up 
the  specifications  of  his  will  in  an  unhurried 
manner  and  at  a  time  when  his  emotions  can¬ 
not  disrupt  his  sense  of  balance. 

Such  foresight  goes  beyond  the  legal  re¬ 
quirements  for  probate. 

This  kind  of  planning  is  a  safeguard  for 
one  s  family,  one’s  estate,  and  for  albthe  piled 
up  interests  of  a  lifetime. 

Furthermore,  It  gives  the  will-maker  a 
chance  to  consider  the  challenge  of  putting 
some  of  his  worldly  goods  to  work  ior  the 
Lord  on  a  long-term  basis. 

Through  a  will,  prayerfully  made,  a  Chris¬ 
tian  can  continue  to  serve  his  Lord  on  through

the  excise  tax  exemption  for 
nonprofit  educational  institu¬ 
tions  includes  the  tax  on  such 
iffems  as  automobiles,  tires,  au¬ 
tomobile  radios,  television  re¬ 
ceiver  sets,  musical  instruments 
sold  to  a  religious  institution  for 
exclusively  religious  purposes, 
gasoline,  oil,  telegrams  and  tele¬ 
phone  service,  transportation  of 
persons,  and  other  items  that 
are  regulated  by  the  excise  tax 
laws.

Such  a  school  is  defined  as  one 
which  “normallyt  maintains  a 
regular  faculty  and  curriculum 
and  normally  has  a  regularly  en¬ 
rolled  body  of  pupils  or  students 
in  attendance  at  the  place  where 
its  educational  activities  are  reg¬ 
ularly  carried  on.”

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Do 
churches  or  church  agencies 
Uriah  to  register  with  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  order  to  secure  tax 
exemption?  If  so,  the  temporary 
regulations  are  announced  in 
the  Dec.  25,  1958,  issue  of  the 
Federal  Register,  Washington, 
D.  C.  The  rules  regulate  the  pro¬ 
cedures  for  exemptions  from 
certain  excise,,  communication 
and  transportation  taxes. 

The  85th  Congress  passed  a 
law  exempting  nonprofit  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  from  the  re¬ 
tailers  excise  tax,  the  manufac¬ 
turers  excise  tax,  and  the  excise 
tax  on  transportation  and  com¬ 
munications.  According  to  the 
temporary  regulations  issued  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service, 
Department  of  the„  Treasury, 
both  the  seller  and  the  purchas¬ 
er  must  be  registered  in  order 
to  qualify  for  the  exemption.

Text:  Mark  10:32-45. 

INTRODUCTION.  We  are  fol¬ 
lowing  the  footsteps  of  our  Lord 
in  His  last  long  walk  from  Gal¬ 
ilee  down  through  Samaria  to 
Jerusalem,  where  the  long  walk 
ultimately  ends,  after  a  weary 
climb  up  Calvary.  During  this 
journey  we  see  Him  set  His  face 
toward  Jerusalem  and  hear  Him 
say  that  He  is  going  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem  where  He  will  be  rejected, 
denounced,  delivered  .into  the 
hands  of  the  rulers  and  by  them 
sentenced  to  death,  and  handed 
over  to  the  Romans,  “Gentiles,” 
to  be  crucified  and,  after  three 
days  to  be  raised  from  the  dead. 

Over  and  again  we  have  seen 
that  the  disciples  had  no  under-, 
standing  or,  at  most,  a  very  hazy 
understanding  of  what  this 
meant  and  how  it  would  be 
brought  about.  To  begin  with, 
their  hearts  revolted  at  the 
thought  of  His  being  put  to 
death.  They  had  come  to  believe 
that  He  was  Lord  and  that  He 
could  call  Heavenly  defenders 
to  His  relief.  They  believed  that- 
He  had  come  to  “restore  the 
kingdom  to  Israel”  and  they

It  -doesn’t  speak  so  well  of  Jesus’  motives,  does  it?  That 
•  Jesus  used  parables  in  order  to  hide  the  truth!  Yet,  on  the  sur- 
|  face,  that  is  what  Jesus  said  in  Mark  4:llb-12:  “Unto  them  that 
‘  are  without,  all  these  things  are  done  in  paribles:  that  seeing 
1  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive,  etc.”.  ‘  • 

Fortunately,  the  surface  meaning  is  not  the  correct  one. 
Rather  does  this  impression  result  from  an  unfortunate  trans¬ 
lation.  More  correctly,  Jesus  said,  “To  the  ones  outside  (the 
kingdom)  all  (truths)  continue  to  fee  in  parables  (with  the  result 
that  seeing  they  may  see  and  may  not  perceive,,  and  hearing 
they  may  hear  and  not  comprehend),  unless  at  any  time  (later) 
they  should  turn  again  and  it  should  be  forgiven  them." 

The  Parable’s  Purpose 

.'A  parable  is  an  illustration  which  contains  a  point  of  truth. 
The  purpose  of  the  parable,  then,  is  fulfilled  only  when  the 
truth  contained  in  the  parable  is  transferred  to  the  mind  of  the 
hearer.  Now  it  is  possible  for  illustrations  of  truth  to  be  heard 
and  not  understood  but  for  the  truth  to  “continue  to  be  in  para¬ 
bles.” 

This  was  the  case  of  the  ones  yet  outside  the  kingdom  who 
had  heard  Jesus’  parables  but  had  not  comprehended  the  truth 
they  contained.  So,  for  all  practical  purposes,  to  them  all  the 
truths  Jesus  had  taught  “continue  to  be’’  in  parabolic  form.  It 
was  a  case  of  seeing  without  actually  seeing,  of  hearing  without 
really  hearing.  But  Jesus’  effort  was  not  necessarily  wasted: 
only  time  could  tell.  Fob  the  unresppnding  hearer  carried  away 
in  capsule  for  the  truth  Jesus  h$d  taught.  The  parable  may  yet 
bring  forth  a  response  of  repentance  followed  by  the  forgive¬ 
ness  of  sins,  V  'v 

No,  seeing  is  not  always  believing.  But  it  speaks  well  both 
of  Jesus’  motives  and  His  teaching  methods  that  He  couched 
His  truth  in  parables  which  could  eventually  bring  forth  the 
desired  response.  We  would  do  well  to  teach  today  with  like  mo-
